IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The value of the food, 
drink and tobacco imported during February (£ 30°2 2 
million) was £4-7 million less than in January and £3-0 
million (9 per cent.) less than in February 1938. The 
fall as compared with a year earlier was mainly due to 


declines of £1:8 million (27 per cent.) for grain and 
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flour and £1:2 million (18 per cent.) for dairy produce, 
though important reductions also occurred in respect 
of meat (£512,000, or 7 per cent.) and tobacco 
£346,000, or 25 per cent.); the miscellaneous food 
group showed an increase of £711,000 (18 per cent.). 


The decline in the value of grain and flour imported 
was entirely due to lower average values, as the aggre- 
gate quantity received rose from 14°8 million ewts. in 
February 1938 to 16-9 million ewts. last month. Im- 
ports of wheat amounted to 9°8 million ewts.—an in- 
crease of 37 per cent.; consignments from Roumania, 
the United States and Canada were substantially 
larger than a year earlier, but supplies from Australia 
fell by nearly one-half. Reductions occurred in respect 
of the other principal commodities in this group— 
barley from 1-2 to 1:1 million ewts., maize from 5-0 to 
4-4 million cwts. and wheat meal and flour from 
670,000 to 606,000 ewts. Average values of imports of 
these cereals showed indications of a check to the pre- 
cipitous decline which has been in progress during the 
past year; for barley and wheat there was an increase 
over the January figures, maize showed no change, 
while a further small decline was recorded for wheat 
meal and flour. The fall in average values as compared 
with February 1938 was of the order of 30 to 50 per 
cent. (apart from maize—11 per cent.). 


Aggregate imports of meat (2,119,000 cwts.) were 
about 7 per cent. smaller than a year earlier. The de- 
cline occurred entirely in respect of mutton and lamb 
(from 606,000 to 450,000 ewts.) and was the result of 
reduced supplies from Australia and New Zealand. 
Imports of beef rose from 870,000 to 912,000 ewts., the 
Argentine being responsible for the bulk of the in- 
crease, While the quantity of bacon received (522,000 
ewts.) was only slightly less than in the previous 
February. Average values of these imports moved 
divergently; beef showed a small reduction from the 
peak reached in January, for mutton and lamb there 
was no significant change, while u rise was recorded 
for bacon. The latter was the only one to show an in- 
crease as compared with a year earlier, though the 
decline in the case of beef was relatively slight. 


Smaller imports of butter and cheese from New 
Zealand were a notable feature in the dairy produce 
group. In the aggregate, butter showed a fall from 
859,000 cwts. in February 1938 to 677,000 ewts. last 
month, the corresponding reduction for cheese being 
from 272,000 cwts. to 195,000 ewts. 
(208 million dozen) were maintained at a relatively

high level. The average value of the butter imported 
in February was higher than a month or a year earlier, 
but cheese and eggs showed declines as compared with 
both the earlier periods. 


The increase which took place in the total value of 
fresh fruit and vegetables imported last month 
(£3,002,000, as against £2,925,000 in February 1938) 
was mainly the result of larger imports of apples and 
nuts; in the case of oranges, onions and tomatoes, 
an expansion in the quantities imported was accom- 
panied by reductions in value. Imports of tea from 
India and the Dutch East Indies were smaller than in 
February 1938, and the aggregate quantity received 
fell from 32-4 to 28:2 million Ibs. Larger consignments 
of raw sugar from foreign countries were responsible for 
a rise in the total from 3,781,000 ewts. to 3,821,000 
ewts.; the average value of these imports failed to 
maintain the improvement recorded in January, falling 
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to 8s. 4$d. per cwt. as compared with 9s. 54d. a yea, 
earlier. Following the abnormally large importation, 
of unmanufactured tobacco which took place through. 
out 1938, imports were (as in January) on a smalley 
scale last month—15-1 million lbs. as against 199 
millions lbs.—the decline occurring in respect of cop. 
signments from the United States. 


Raw Materials.—Imports during February of ray 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured totalled 
£17,161,000, which was £4,305,000 less than jp 
January and £5,376,000 (24 per cent.) less than jy 
February 1938. Compared with a year ago, the reduc. 
tion in value was practically general, the only increase 
amounting to £334,000, being in respect of raw wool, 
etc. The largest declines were recorded for raw cotton, 
etc. (£1,493,000), iron ore and scrap (£1,137,000), ray 
rubber (£713,000), paper-making materials (£677,000) 
and undressed hides and skins (£529,000). 


The following table gives comparative figures of the 
imports of some leading raw and semi-manufactured 
materials during February 1939, compared with earlier 
periods. In the case of commodities retained imports 
of which differ widely from total imports, figures for 
retained imports are given in the table. Imports of 
cotton, wool and other textile materials are included in 
the section dealing with textiles.

Manufactured Articles.—The value of imports last 
month of articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
amounted to £17,563,000, which was £799,000 less 
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than in January and £1,935,000 (10 per cent.) less than 
in February 1938. Compared with a year ago fourteen 
of the twenty-one groups showed declines, but more 
than half of tha total decrease was in respect of iron 
and steel and manufactures (£1,148,000), the next 
largest reductions being in respect of manufactured 
ails and fats, including refined petroleum (£304,000) 
and paper, cardboard, etc. (£237,000). Of the seven 
nereases recorded, the only ones in excess of £100,000 
were for chemicals, drugs, ete. (£204,000) and miscel- 
janeous manufactured articles (£182,000). 


EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The value of food, drink 
and tobacco exported during February (£2,490,000) 
yas £633,000 less than in January and £290,000 (10 
yer cent.) less than a year earlier. The latter decrease 
yeeurred mainly in respect of beverages and cocoa pre- 
yarations, which fell by £239,000 owing to reduced 
shipments of spirits to the United States. The large 
“other food ’’ group declined by £76,000, but no other 
soup showed a change exceeding £25,000. 


Raw Materials. —The value of exports last month of 
w materials and articles mainly unmanufactured 
£4,268,000) was £386,000 less than in January; it was, 
owever, very slightly more than in February last year, 
lespite a decline of £118,000 for coal, the predominant 
soup in this class. Of the fourteen groups eight 
showed increases as compared with a year earlier, the 
most substantial being for silk and artificial silk waste 
—entirely cut staple fibre (£93,000), iron ore and 
srap (£63,000) and raw wool, etc. (£45,000); apart 
fom coal, the largest decline was for unrefined oils,

Exports of coal in February amounted to 
2,537,000 tons, 241,000 tons less than in January and

val stoppage in 1926. Compared with February 1938, 
the reduction was 74,000 tons (3 per cent.) ; a consider- 
ble decrease again occurred in shipments to France 
204,000 tons), while consignments to Spain fell by 
4,000 tons to a negligible figure.

Total imports of iron “and steel and 1 mi inufactures 
thereof during February (89,000 tons) were 22,000 tons 
more than in January, but 141,000 tons less than in 
February 1938, when special arrangements had been 
made with the Steel Cartel for increased imports and 
lower duties were in force. 

Exports of British iron and steel amounted to 
138,000 tons, as against 120,000 tons in January and 
157,000 tons in February 1938. Compared with a year 
ago, there was a marked decline from 32,000 tons to 
19,000 tons in exports of tinned plates, but increases 
were recorded for cast pipes, wrought tubes and gal- 
vanised sheets. 

The tonnage of machinery imported last month (9,200 
tons) was 400 tons more than in January but 2,000 tons 
less than in February 1938. British exports of 
machinery (34,600 tons) exceeded those in January by 
1,400 tons, but were 1,000 tons less than in February 
last year. Compared with a year ago, the most sub- 
stantial declines were for textile machinery (2,650 
tons), agricultural tractors (700 tons), paper-making 
machinery (500 tons) and boilers and boiler-house plant 
(400 tons) ; on the other hand, exports of machine tools 
increased by 1,900 tons—consignments to the Soviet 
Union being larger by 1,500 tons—and those of cranes, 
hoists, ete., rose by 1,300 tons. India and South Africa 
the two largest markets for machinery each took smaller 
quantities than in February 1938, but the Soviet Union 
showed an inerease of 1,800 tons to a total of 2,400 
tons. 

The number of new private motor cars imported last 
month (1,067) was 745 less than in February 1938, con- 
signments from Germany declining from 1,273 to 2. 
The number of British motor vehicles and chassis ex- 
ported in February was 441 more than in January, but 
2,204 less than in February last year. Compared with 
a year ago, exports of new private cars (3,741) declined 
by 1,077, most of the more important markets— 
notably Australia, New Zealand and Eire—taking 
fewer. Exports of uew commercial vehicles (162) were 
only half those recorded a year ago, while chassis for 
commercial use fell from 1,046 to 902 and other chassis 
from 2,511 to 1,838; of the last named, though 
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Australia took 1,733, or 40 more than a year earlier, 
exports to other British countries declined from 809 to 
74 only. The number of motor cycles and tri-cars ex- 
ported differed little from a year earlier, but eyports of 
other cycles rose from 35,000 to 56,000, despite a de- 
cline of 4,000 in exports to Eire. Exports of rubber 
tyres and tubes were also greater than a year earlier. 

The tonnage of complete rail locomotives exported 
last month was rather larger than in February 1938, 


but for other railway vehicles and parts a decline of 


1,200 tons was recorded. As already mentioned, the 
value of new ships and boats exported last month was 
appreciably higher than a year ago; nearly the whole 
of the increase of £1,964,000 was in respect of war- 
ships. Exports of aircraft and parts, valued at 
£507,000, were over double those in February last year.

Retained imports of raw cotton last month (69°4 
million lbs.) were considerably smaller than in January 
and little more than half as large as in February 1938. 
According to statistics published by the Liverpool 
Cotton Association, deliveries of cotton to mills during 
February (99°5 million lbs.) were about the same as in 
the previous month, but 15-9 million lbs. (14 per cent.) 
smaller than a yearago. The average value of the raw 
cotton imported during February (5°5d. per lb.) was 
lower than in recent months, but the same as a year 
ago. 

‘Exports of cotton yarns (11-6 million Ibs.), though 
smaller than in the previous month, exceeded those in 
February 1938 by 16 per cent., mainly due to con- 
siderably larger shipments to Germany. Exports of 
cotton piece-goods (1084 million square yards) were 
9:0 million square yards less than in February 1938; 
this decline occurred mainly in dyed goods, an increase 
being recorded for grey goods. The continued fall in 
shipments to India and Burma, British Malaya and 
Australia was partly offset by increases in exports to 

3ritish West Africa from the abnormally low figure 
of last year and to Scandinavia and Canada. 

Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool last 
month (64:2 million lbs.) were much smaller than the 
very high figure recorded in January, but 16:4 million 
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lbs. (34 per cent.) greater than a year ago; this increage 
was mainly due to larger supplies from thse Union oj 
South Africa, Australia and the Argentine. The 
average value of the imports continued to decline, the 
value last month (10°1d. per lb.) being the lowest singe 
July 1935 and comparing with 10°4d. per lb. jn 
January. Exports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool (37 
million lbs.) were appreciably smaller than in the four 
preceding months, but considerably exceeded the smal] 
exports recorded in February 1938, due largely to in. 
creased shipments to the United States. 

Exports of wool tops and of woollen and worsted 
yarns were cach larger than in February 1938, and the 
former also showed an increase as compared with 
January. Exports of woollen and worsted tissues (94 
million square yards) were smaller than in either of the 
earlier periods; in comparison with February 1938 con. 
siderable increases in shipments to Canada, the United 
States and the Netherlands were more than offset by 
heavy declines in exports to the Argentine and 
Germany. Exports of woollen carpets continued to 
show an increase compared with a year ago. 

Imports of raw silk in February (230 million lbs.) 
were only about two-fifths of the very large imports a 
year ago, and imports of silk cocoons, waste, etc., fell 
by one-half. Imports of flax and tow and retained 
imports of hemp and tow and of jute all showed 
reductions last month compared with the previous 
month and a year ago. Exports of linen and of 
jute piece-goods exceeded those in February 1938, 
mainly due in each case to increased shipments to the 
United States, but they were smaller than in January. 
The quantity of artificial silk tissues exported last 
month was also smaller than in January, but showed 
little change in the aggregate compared with February 
1938, an increase in exports of pure artificial silk tissues 
being accompanied by a decline in mixed tissues.

The precise extent to 
which the movement in the money value of total sales 
was due to changes in the volume of purchases or to 
price movements cannot be estimated from the data 
available, but it would appear that the volume of retail 
sales again increased somewhat last year, though the 
rise was entirely confined to food and _perishables. 
There was a slight decrease in food prices compared 
with a year earlier, while prices of non-food merchan- 
dise showed on the average a small advance. 


Food and Perishables.—This category represented 
about 54 per cent. of the total value of sales last year, 
compared with 53 per cent. in 1937-38 and between 
51 and 52 per cent. in the four preceding years. The 
changes in sales may be related to the changes in the 
retail prices of food as recorded by the Ministry of 
Labour, but it should be noted (1) that as the Ministry 
of Labour figures relate only to those articles of food, 








and to those descriptions of each article, which ar 
consumed largely by the working classes, the number 
of articles covered by these figures is much smaller 
than that covered by the sales figures, and (2) that 
since the Ministry of Labour figures are related to 
working-class dietary, on a pre-war basis, the weighting 
of the sales figures is probably materially different from 
that of the Ministry of Labour figures.

Merchandise.—Increases were recorded last 
cent.), boots and shoes (2°6 per cent.) and miscel- 
laneous and unallocated goods (0°5 per cent.), the three 
categories which had shown the largest increases in the 
previous year. For every other group there was a fall 
in each quarter, the greatest aggregate decreases being 
in sales of hardware (5°9 per cent.), piece-goods (5'1 
per cent.), furnishing (4-6 per cent.) and sports and 
travel goods (4-2 per cent.); in the first three cases the 
setback caused by the crisis in the third quarter was

lreas.—Sales in London (i.e. the London Postal 
District) in 1938-39 were less than a year earlier, while 
for the rest of Great Britain an increase was recorded. 
It will be seen from the following table that with the 
exception of food and perishables, for which there was 
an advance in London slightly greater than in the rest 
of the country, the movement of London sales was 
downward for each category and also compared ut- 
favourably with the movement elsewhere.

As already mentioned, total sales in each of the 
seven areas except Central and West End London were 
greater in value in each quarter of last year than in the 
corresponding quarter a year earlier. For the trading 
year aS &@ Whole Scotland showed the largest increase 
(42 per cent.), followed by the South of England (3°6 
per cent.) and the Midlands and South Wales and 
Suburban London (each 3:1 per cent.). 


In the year 1938-39 the proportion of food sales to 
total sales was again highest in the Midlands and South 
Wales (64 per cent.), though a similar ratio was also 
recorded for Suburban London, where the proportion 
hag shown an increasing tendency for several years. 
In other areas food sales were between 52 and 60 per 
ent, of total sales except in Central and West End 
London, where reported sales of food were as usual 
relatively quite small. 


STOCKS 
The second table on page 400 shows the percentage 
changes in the value of stocks at cost at the end of 
each month of the past trade year compared with a 
year earlier, and for food and perishables, other mer- 


thandise and the total, the corresponding figures for | 


the previous year. It should be noted that particulars 
regarding stocks are not furnished by all reporting 
concerns; the collaborating co-operative societies in 
particular do not report stocks at present, nor do they 
all contribute to the employment figures, which are 
dealt with below. 


The changes in stocks, like those in sales, are affected 
by price changes, and it is therefore impracticable to 
ndicate changes in volume as between one year and 
the next. The percentage change in the value of total 
stocks moved continuously from +34 in February to 

55 in October, but recovered in the ensuing three 
months to — 2°6; in the preceding year the movements 
were in the opposite direction, the percentage increases 
compared with 1956-37 rising from 2°6 in February 1937 
to 7-4 in October and then declining to 3°3 in January 
1938. In the year ended January 1938 there was an 
increase in the value of stocks of each category of non- 
food merchandise in practically every month. This 
movement continued into the latest trade year, but 
very soon the value of stocks began to be lower than a 
year earlier and in August, November and December 
declines were recorded for each separate category, 
Hardware showed, on the whole, the smallest de- 
creases, possibly as a result of the maintenance of 
Prices of iron and steel goods. The increase in the 
value of food stocks, which had continued almost un- 
broken from May 1935, was checked between April and 
September 1938, but was resumed in the subsequent 
months, and the increases were very marked in 
November 1938 (7°6 per cent.) and January 1939 (7:0 
Per cent.). It should be noted, however, that owing 
to the absence of information from the co-operative 
societies and to the shorter length of time during which 
food is kept in stock on the average, stocks of food 
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represent only a relatively small proportion of the 
total, and the sample of food stocks is not necessarily 
representative. 


Of the changes in the total value of stocks in the 
various areas compared with a year earlier, there were 
comparatively few decreases in the first four months 
of the trading year and very few increases in the re- 
maining eight. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total numbers employed in establishments fur- 
nishing this information were on the average about 
14 per cent. higher last year than in 1937-38, increases 
in the four preceding years being of the order of 3 per 
cent. The rate of expansion tended to diminish 
throughout the year, being 3-0 per cent. in February 
1938 and 0-4 per cent. in January 1939. Appreciable 
increases were shown in each month for the Midlands 
and South Wales, the South of England, the North- 
East and Seotland. For Central and West End 
London, however, there were considerable decreases 
from April onwards, reaching over 5 per cent. in 
December; in the preceding vear this area had shown 
the greatest expansion,

The table on page 401 gives index numbers of average 
daily retail sales month by month throughout the 
calendar years 1937 and 193 These complete the 
series on the former base year 1933. 


The monthly index numbers for 1938 again showed 
the marked seasonal movements noted in previous 
vears, Which are mainly due to large variations in sales 
of non-food merchandise. In each area average daily 
sales in December, both of food and of non-food mer- 
chandise, were as usual higher than in any other month 
of the year, and in the aggregate December sales were 
more than 30 per cent. above the general average; the 
proportionate increase over the general average for non- 
food merchandise was three times as great as for food. 
The December figure for food sales in Central and West 
Ind London was not quite so exceptionally high as in 
previous years; the sales of food in this area, in so far 
as they are reported, tend to be somewhat abnormal in 
character, and last year purchases of Christmas fare in 
the large stores in the West End of London by persons 
who usually buy their food supplies locally were some- 
what less than usual as a result of the severe weather 
before Christmas. As regards non-food merchandise, 
sales in Scotland in June were, as usual, especially 
high. The normal high figure for Suburban London in 
November was not so pronounced last year, some buy- 
ing generally made that month being apparently post- 
poned till December. 


From 1933 till 1936 total sales in November were 
next highest to those in December, but in 1937 the 
figure for May, which month contained the Whitsun 
holiday and the Coronation, took second place. Last 
vear the sales index for November was exceeded by 
that for April and equalled by the index for June. The 
figures for April and June were not abnormal, but sales 
in November were unusually small, the low figure being 
partly the result of the decline in prices and partly, 
as above mentioned, due to the postponement of some 
purchases till the succeeding month. 


As in previous years, average daily sales were lowest 
in February and in August, and sales in March and 
September were also below the average. In 1937 sales 
in March were affected by the early date of Easter. 
Daily sales in January (a “‘ sales ’’ month) are usually 
below the general average, but last year they differed 
from it but little. In July, the other ‘‘ sales ’’ month, 
sales were about the average in each year.

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The influence of price changes on the movements 
summarised above has been discussed in relation to 
food sales in an earlier paragraph. As regards other 
merchandise, the wholesale prices of such primary 
manufactured articles as are included in the Board of 
Trade index number of wholesale prices showed an 
increase from January 1933 until the last quarter of 
1935 of about 2 per cent. A rise occurred in that 
quarter and continued during 1936, for which prices 
were, on the average, rather more than 3 per cent. 
higher than in 1935. In 1937 the average rose by 13 
per cent., but in 1938 there was only a fractional in- 
crease. These manufactures are not representative of 
the finished goods sold retail, prices of which might be 
expected on the average to move to a smaller extent 
than those of the simple manufactured goods of stan- 
dard quality for which wholesale prices are quoted. 
There was probably no’ substantial change in the retail 
prices of merchandise other than food in the aggregate 
during the three years 1933 to 1935, and the increase 
in retail sales shown by the index numbers in the table 
on page 402 may represent substantially the increase 
in volume. For 1936, however, some small allowance 
may be necessary for the increase in prices, and for 
1937 a more considerable allowance is clearly needed. 
In comparing 1938 with 1937, the effect of price 
changes can again be virtually ignored, but it is pro- 
bable that the volume of non-food merchandise sold 
last year was slightly smaller than in 1937. 


UNITED KINGDOM 


OCCUPATIONS AND AGES OF EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS OF 
BRITISH NATIONALITY IN 1938 


An article was published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Jounal ’’ of 9 March (pages 358-368), under the title 
“Passenger Movement from and to the United King- 
jom,’’ which included tables showing the numbers of 
British emigrants to, and immigrants from, the prin- 
ipal oversea countries in 1937 and 19388. In the 
mesent article detailed particulars are shown regarding 
the occupations and ages of these migrants in 1938, 
together with summary figures for 1937; the detailed 
particulars for 1937 were published in the issue of the 
“Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 17 March 1938. 


OCCUPATIONS OF MIGRANTS 

The following is a summary statement of the classes 
f occupation followed by British male and female 
adult migrants who left or took up permanent residence 
in the United Kingdom during 1937 and 1938.  Resi- 
lence for a year or more is treated as permanent resi- 
dence, and the minimum age for the purpose of 
eecupational classification is taken as 18 years.

There were increases in 1938 in the numbers of 
male and female emigrants in each group with the 
exception of males in “ skilled ’’ trades or classified as 
of other and ill-defined occupations. As regards immi- 
grants, on the other hand, the only increases were in 
respect of males employed in commerce, finance and 
insurance and females classified as professional. The 
only changes in excess of 500 were in the wife or house- 
wife group, emigrants of this class increasing by 686 
and immigrants decreasing by 590. 


Male Emigrants—In 1938 the numbers engaged in 
commerce, finance and insurance exceeded those classi- 
fied in any other group, and represented 264 per cent. 
of the total males of 18 years and upwards, as com- 
pared with 244 per cent. in 1937. The proportion of 
males classified in the professional group was about 
16 per cent. in each year. For the aggregate of the 
groups included under the heading of “‘ skilled ’’ 
trades, the proportion decreased from 27} per cent. in 
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1937 to 25 per cent. in 1938. The numbers classified 
as of other and ill-defined occupations represented 20 
per cent. of the total in 1937 and 19 per cent. in 1938. 


Female Emigrants.—Of the female emigrants of 18 
years of age and over, the proportion classified as 
wives or housewives (not otherwise described) and as 
of other and ill-defined occupations represented about 
54 and 20 per cent., respectively, in 1938, while pro- 
fessional workers and those employed in domestic, 
hotel, etc., services accounted for 13 and 6 per cent., 
respectively. These proportions were about the same 
as in 1937. 


Net MiGRratTion 


On balance there was a net inward movement in 
1938 of 1,799 male and 1,907 female immigrants of 
18 years of age and over; the corresponding figures in 
1937 were 2,310 and 4,241, respectively. Of the excess 
inward for adult male migrants in 1938, the largest 
numbers were in the groups other and ill-defined occu- 
pations, labourers not in agriculture or transport, and 
skilled trades. Among adult female immigrants there 
was an excess inward of 3,062 wives or housewives (not 
otherwise described) and excesses outward for all other 
classes except professional. 


OccuPATIONS BY AGES 


Space does not permit the presentation of complete 
figures of the occupations according to age grouping, 
but some particulars are given below for emigrants. 
For comparison with these figures it may be noted that 
of all the male emigrants of 18 years of age and over 
about 443 per cent. in 1938 were recorded as being 
under 30 years of age, while the age of the female 
emigrants was higher, only about 33 per cent. of the 
total number in that year being under 30 years of age.

As regards male emigrants, the proportion of adoles- 
cents (i.e. 12-17 years) declined from about 12 pet 
cent. in 1929 to 4 per cent. in the period 1938 to 1936, 
but has increased somewhat in the last two yeal’. 
Those in the age-group 18-29 accounted for nearly one- 
half of the total in 1929, but decreased in relative im- 
portance to 31 per cent. in 1934, since when the prop- 
tion has risen to about 36 per cent. in 1938. For female 
emigrants the proportions in the two classes mentioned 
showed similar trends, but of a less marked character, 
except that the proportion in the 18-29 years group 1! 
creased only last year after remaining at about the 
same level for the five years 1933 to 1937. The prit- 
cipal changes between 1937 and 1938 were, for male 
emigrants, a relative decrease in those aged 30-44 and 
a corresponding increase for children under 12, and, for 
females, a relative increase in those aged 18-29. 

The most important change since 1929 in the ages of 
the immigrants is the decline in the proportion of those 
recorded as within the group 18-29 years. This move 
ment and the corresponding increase in the proportion.

MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926 
NEW ORDERS-IN-COUNCIL 


IMPORTED WATCH STRAPS, SOLID-HEADED 
PINS AND BASKETWARE 


Orders-in-Council were made on 9 March 1939, under 

Section 2 of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, as 
follows : — 

(1) The Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) 
No. 1 Order, 1939, which requires certain 
descriptions of imported watch straps to 
bear an indication of origin at the time of 
importation and on sale or exposure for sale 
in the United Kingdom. The text of the 
Order was published in draft form (No. 5 
Order, 1938) in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 10 November 1938 (page 627). 
This Order will come into force on 9 June 
next. 


(2) The Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) 
No. 2 Order, 1939, which requires imported 
solid-headed pins of brass, iron or steel to 
bear an indication of origin at the time of 
importation and on sale or exposure for sale 
in the United Kingdom. The text of the 
Order was published in draft form (No. 6 
Order, 1938) in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 24 November 1938 (pages

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN FEBRUARY 


The British Tron and Steel Federation report that 516,000 
tons of pig iron were produced in February, as compared 
with 500,500 tons in January, 693,000 tons in February 
1938 and a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. The 
February output, which is the highest since last June, in- 
cluded 101,600 tons of hematite, 311,000 tons of basic, 
87,400 tons of foundry and 10,700 tons of forge pig iron. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of February numbered 88, 
as compared with 83 and 124 a month and a year earlier. 

The February production of steel ingots and castings 
(971,100 tons) was the highest since March 1938, and com- 
pares with 811,700 tons in January, 1,057,600 tons in 
February 1938 and a monthly average of 638,600 tons 
in 1913.

15 lakhs), jute machinery (— Rs. 10 lakhs) and paper 
(- Rs. 8 lakhs). Imports of sheets and plates (iron or 
steel) and prime movers other than electrical, on the other 
hand, increased by Rs. 6 lakhs each and _ electrical 
machinery by Rs. 13 lakhs. 


VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with January 1938, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in January 1939 decreased by Rs. 50 lakhs to 
Rs. 2,41 lakhs. Exports of wheat declined considerably 
from 8,500 tons to only 400 tons in quantity and from 
Rs. 9 lakhs to only Rs. 58,000 in value. Shipments of tea 
fell from 25:6 million lbs., valued at Rs. 1,81 lakhs, to 
21:8 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 1,47 lakhs. 


Raw materials and produce and articles mainly unmant-. 


factured increased by Rs. 1,04 lakhs to Rs. 6,69 lakhs in 
January 1939. There was an improvement in shipments 
of raw cotton from 35,400 tons to 49,100 tons, the value 
increasing from Rs. 1,84 lakhs to Rs. 2,34 lakhs. Japan, 
as usual the largest customer, took 37 per cent. in January 
1939, as against 40 per cent. in January 1938. The shares 
of the United Kingdom, China, Germany and France were 
4, 9, 9 and 6 per cent., respectively, in the month under 
report. Shipments of seeds showed an improvement of 
37,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 42 lakhs in value. 
Groundnuts recorded an increase from 56,000 tons, valued 
at Rs. 75 lakhs, to 76,000 tons, valued at Rs. 94 lakhs. 
Exports of linseed also increased from 3,000 tons to 23,000 
tons in quantity and from Rs. 4 lakhs to Rs. 31 lakhs in 
value. Shipments of raw wool rose from 2-3 million Ibs. 
to 3-7 million lbs. in quantity and from Rs. 12 lakhs to 
Rs. 20 lakhs in value. There was also an improvement of 
6,000 tons and of Rs. 5 lakhs in shipments of oilcakes, 
which amounted to 49,000 tons, valued at Rs. 34 lakhs, in 
the month under report. Exports of raw hides and skins 
increased from 3,500 tons to 3,700 tons in quantity and 
rom Rs. 26 lakhs to Rs. 36 lakhs in value. Dispatches of 
raw jute declined from 64,000 tons to 62,000 tons, the value 
remaining almost stationary at Rs. 1,23 lakhs. Exports of 
manganese ore fell from 59,000 tons, valued at Rs. 14 Jakhs, 
to 41,000 tons, valued at Rs. 9 lakhs. 

Articles wholly or mainly manufactured fell by Rs. 1,26 
lakhs to Rs. 3,56 lakhs in January 1939. Exports of cotton 
hanufactures, including twist and yarn, declined by Rs. 31 
lakhs and were valued at Rs. 50 lakhs. Shipments of 
cotton yarn decreased from 4-4 million Ibs. to 2-9 million 
lbs. in quantity and from Rs. 22 lakhs to Rs. 14 lakhs in 
value. Dispatches of cotton piece-goods also declined from 
1983 million yards to 12-3 million yards in quantity and 
irom Rs. 51 lakhs to Rs. 34 lakhs in value. The number 
of gunny bags exported fell from 53-1 million to 366 
million, the corresponding decline in value being from 
Rs, 1,12 lakhs to Rs. 78 lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth 
exported also declined from 154 million, valued at Rs. 1,40

lakhs, to 106 million, valued at Rs. 98 lakhs. Shipments 
of tanned hides and skins improved from 1,700 tons to 
2,400 tons in quantity and from Rs. 46 lakhs to Rs. 52 lakhs 
in value. There was a fall of 18,000 tons in quantity and 
of Rs. 9 lakhs in value in exports of pig iron, which 
amounted to 47,000 tons, valued at Rs. 23 lakhs, in 
January 1939. 


TRADE with ForREIGN CouUNTRIES 


As compared with January 1938, the share of the United 
Kingdom decreased from 30 per cent. to 28 per cent. in 
January 1939 in imports and from 31 per cent. to 29 per 
cent. in exports. The shares of Germany, Japan and the 
United States in the month under report were 10, 11 and 
7 per cent., respectively, under imports and 3, 10 and 10 
per cent., respectively, under exports. 


MovEMENT OF SHIPPING 


The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India and 
cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British possessions during January 1939 amounted to 
890,000 and 832,000, respectively, as compared with 805,000 
and 879,000 in December 1938 and 790,000 and 747,000, 
respectively, in the corresponding month of the preceding 
year. During the ten months ended January 1939 the 
tonnage of vessels that entered and cleared with cargoes 
amounted, respectively, to 7,663,000 and 8,000,000, as com- 
pared with 7,476,000 and 7,898,000 in the corresponding 
period of the preceding year.

The sowing of 
paddy and dry crops is going on. Crops are in fair con- 
dition except in the Cirecars and the Deccan. 


Bihar, 6 March.—Light rain has fallen in Manbhum and 
Ranchi. Crops are in fair condition. The condition of 
rabi crops is fair, but they have been somewhat damaged by 
a hailstorm in Gaya and Shahabad. 


Orissa, 6 March.—No rain has fallen except light in 
places. The threshing of Sarahd paddy and pressing of 
sugareane are progressing. Wheat and linseed have been 
harvested in Puri. Wheat, castor and tobacco are thriving. 


Central Provinces, 4 March.—The sky has been cloudy 
and light showers have fallen. Light hail has fallen in 
Jubbulpore, causing slight damage. Otherwise the crops 
are in fair condition. 


Punjab, 6 March.—General rain has fallen, the maximum 
being 5-60 inches in Rawalpindi and the minimum 0-10 inch 
in Rohtak. Crop conditions are unchanged. Some damage 
has been caused by a hailstorm in Hissar, Amritsar, Sialkot 
and Multan. 


Assam, 13 March.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Prospects are fair. 


Bengal, 8 March.—The weather has been dry except for 
light rain in places. Rain is urgently needed for the pre- 
paration of the land for autumn crops and the growth of 
standing crops. The sowing of jute and harvesting of spring 
crops are going on. 

OILSEED Crors 

Calcutta, 13 March.—The second winter all-India rape 
and mustard forecast for 1938-39 issued by the Department 
of Commerical Intelligence and Statistics is 2,667,000 acres, 
a decrease of 12 per cent. as compared with the revised 
figure of 3,037,000 last year and that for linseed 3,197,000 
acres, an increase of 3 per cent. as compared with the 
revised figure of 3,112,000 for last year, 


WHEAT 


Caleutta, 10 March.—The second all-India wheat forecast 
for the 1938-39 crop is 32,492,000 acres, an increase of 0:3 
per cent. as compared with the corresponding figure of 
32,403,000 acres last year, states the Department of Com- 
mercial Intelligence and Statistics.

CYPRUS 
CROP REPORT 


The weather was comparatively mild throughout January 
and abundant rain fell; sowing of all winter crops was 
almost completed and conditions are very favourable for 
their development. 

Wheat sowing was completed and the area is estimated 
to be 10 per cent. greater than that of the previous year ; 
germination and development are good and weather condi- 
tions are satisfactory. Development of the barley crop is 
very satisfactory and the condition of oats good. 

Potato lifting was completed; preparation for the new 
crop was somewhat delayed owing to the rainy weather. 
Planting of new crop onions started, but on a small scale; 
it is expected that a larger area will be planted with onions 
this year; onion seeds are also being sown for onion set 
production. 

Cotton ginning neared the end. Flax sowing was com- 
pleted; germination and development are good. 

Shipments of oranges were limited and of lemons prac- 
tically stopped. 

The condition of newly set carobs was good and in general 
hearing satisfactory. The harvesting of olives and olive 
oil pressing was completed. 

Preparation for the new crop tobacco continued, and it 
is expected that a larger area will be licensed this year for 
cultivation; germination in tobacco seed beds is good. 

Owing to wet conditions work in vineyards was delayed ; 
pruning in the coastal regions and the plains was started.— 
Government of Cyprus Office in London. 


PALESTINE 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1938 


Imports of merchandise in the year ended 31 December 
1938 were valued at £P.14,242,438, as compared with 
£P.15,903,666 and £P.13,979,023, respectively, in 1937 and 
1936, states the ‘‘ Monthly Trade Bulletin’’ No. 12 of 
1938, published by the Office of Statistics, Jerusalem. It 
should be noted that the comparability of statistics of 
imports in 1938 with those for earlier years is considerably 
affected owing to the fact that exceptionally large imports 
of military stores occurred during 1938. Imports as 
military stores during 1938 aggregated £P.2,676,860, 
or 18-8 per cent. of the total imports for consumption, 
while in 1937 and in 1936 they totalled, respectively, 
£P.468,959, or 2-9 per cent., and £P.579,095, or 4-1 per 
cent., of the total imports for consumption. 


Export AND TRANSIT TRADE 

Exports of merchandise of domestic produce in 1938 were 
valued at £P.5,020,368, as compared with £P.5,813,536 and 
£P.3,625,233, respectively, in 1937 and 1936, thus showing 
a decrease of £P.793,168, or 13-6 per cent., from 1937 but 
an increase of £P.1,395,135, or 38-5 per cent., over 1936 
The decline in exports last year as compared with 1937 rm 
chiefly due to the falling off in exports of citrus fruit.

The ‘‘ Gazette of India” of 11 February 1939 contains

With reference to the notice in the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 16 June 1938 (page 827), regarding the review 
by the Prices Commission of the Customs duty on certain 
goods, the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin 
has forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the ‘ Emer. 
gency Imposition of Duties (No. 175) Order, 1939,”’ which 
came into operation on 8 March. 


The Order, which implements the recommendations of the 
Prices Commission, provides for the imposition of a duty at 
the rate of four shillings the gallon (Full Rate) and two 
shillings the gallon (Preferential Rate) on all cider and 
perry imported into Eire. The duties are in lieu of those of 
six shillings the gallon (Full Rate) and four shillings the 
gallon (Preferential Rate) referred to at Item 54/1 in the 
Hire Tariff.

IN PRICE OF PETROL TO

The ‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien’’ of 17 February con- 
tains @ Decree dated 12 January revising those sections of 
the Tunisian Customs Tariff which relate to electrical 
ods. The wording of these sections has been considerably 
axspanded, and has, in general, been brought into line with 
the French Customs Tariff. We publish below particulars 
f the revised wording and of the duties applicable to goods 
yiginating in countries other than France and Algeria. 
Goods originating in and coming from France and Algeria 
we admitted duty-free except where the contrary is indi- 
ited in footnotes. 


The new duties came into force on 17 February, but goods 
proved to have been despatched direct to Tunis before that 
jate may be admitted under the former Tariff if it is more 
favourable, provided that they are declared for consump- 
tion within 15 days of arrival.

GERMANY 


IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that, for the 
purposes of the Exchange of Notes of 13 April 1933, between 
the United Kingdom and German Governments, the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for January 1939 as 14,249,100 metric tons. 

This represents an increase of 90 per cent. over 7,500,000 
metric tons, and accordingly the quota for imports of 
United Kingdom coal and coke into the German Customs 
Area for March 1939 has been correspondingly increased 
from the minimum of 180,000 to 342,000 metric tons. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


MARKING OF GOODS (SHEETS OF WOOD 
PULP BOARD) 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 49799], published on 16 
February, which states that sheets of wood pulp board, 
including wall board and insulation board, whether solid 
or laminated, are required to be individually marked with 
the name of the country of origin, under the provisions of 
Section 304 of the Tariff Act as amended.

There are now over 700 pages in the 1939 or sixteenth 
annual edition of the South American Handbook. Those 
who are concerned with Latin-American statistics will be 
surprised at the handbook’s success in obtaining facts and 
figures nowhere else published. This is made possible by 
its correspondents throughout the Republics, to whom each 
chapter is sent annually for the fullest revision, Little, in 
fact, remains unchanged, or at least unmodified, from year 
to year. Special attention has been given in this particular 
issue to immigration regulations. 

The book has a double function. It is designed to give the 
trader a complete picture of each separate republic in Latin- 
America from Mexico in the north to Tierra del Fuego in the 
south.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1939 
RESULTS AT EMPIRE, TEXTILE AND HREavyy 
INDUSTRIES SECTIONS 


Comment and reports upon this year’s British Indyg. 
tries Fair in last week’s issue of the ‘* Board of Trad 
Journal ’’ (pages 383-5) included a detailed account of 
the business done at Olympia. A report is now pre. 
sented on the Empire Section at Earl’s Court; a state. 
ment on the Textiles Section at the same centre by 
the Chairman of the British Textiles Exhibition Con. 
mittee; a statement by the Earl of Dudley on the 
Engineering and Hardware Section at Birmingham, 
with a review of the business done there, and comment 
by the Chairman of the Management Committee o 
the Birmingham Section of the Fair. 


EMPIRE SECTION, EARL’S COURT 


Foreign interest in the Empire Section at the British 
Industries Fair this year has been much more 
encouraging than in previous years. Many enquiries 
have been made by buyers from Central European 
countries and in particular by Czechoslovak firms. 

Canada reports that enquiries compared favourably with 
last year, and the majority of exhibitors in the Canadian 
Section are well satisfied with the results obtained. En. 
quiries by oversea buyers made in the Canadian Section 
covered foodstuffs, textiles and footwear. 

Australia’s summing up of the two weeks of the Fair is a 
greater foreign interest than ever before. Enquiries from 
Czechoslovakia were predominant and covered dried fruits, 
leather, tinned goods, wines and copra fibre. Holland dis- 
played interest in Australian opals; Mexico in carbonised 
rough wool, and an enquiry was received from a German 
firm for tinned meat for Haiti. 

Burma, exhibiting at the Fair for the first time, reports 
a keen interest in its industries and produce. Largely as 
a result of enquiries and orders over the past two weeks, 
the Burmese cottage lacquer industry is likely to be re- 
organised along modern lines in order to cope with demand. 

Trinidad and Tobago.—Over 400 tins of grapefruit juice 
have been sold every day since the Fair opened, and results 
have exceeded expectations. 

Malta.—Sales are reported to be very satisfactory. Pros. 
pects for the piece lace industry are extremely good, and 
sales of pipes showed a great improvement over those made 
last year. 

Mauritius.—Enquiries were very satisfactory. Good busi- 
ness has been done with hotel and restaurant proprietors 
for sugar and guava jelly. 

Cyprus.—Enquiries from European countries made at this 
stand have been on a large scale, particularly from Holland 
and Scandinavian countries, for flax, pottery, marmalade, 
wines and cigarettes. 

Jersey, exhibiting for the first time at the Fair, has 
enjoyed a very satisfactory eleven days. One order placed, 
among many, was for 100 cases of canned goods by a West 
of England firm.

this exhibit. In the food section especially many enquiries 
were received from buyers from Holland, Switzerland, 
France and Palestine. 





East Africa.—Many enquiries from Continental and 
home buyers. Business considered satisfactory and quite Up 
to last year. 

Southern Rhodesia.-_An exceptional number of enquiries 
have been received for mica, and even from a Japanese firm 
for copper concentrates. 

Newfoundland reports numbers of serious enquiries and 
have done very good business. They have had good orders 
for seal leather shoes such as were purchased by Her 
Majesty the Queen. The sales of smoked salmon have been 
better than for several years, and many enquiries were 
made for fur capes and coats. On the whole, Newfoundland 
was exceptionally well satisfied with their participation. 

England and Wales.—The sales of printed booklets dis- 
played on this stand this year has been nearly double that 
of the sales for last year. On the whole, enquiries 4m 
business are said to be satisfactory.

South Africa.—Enquiries, which included one from Japan,

Exhibitions and Fairs—Continued 


Review or Business Done IN THE SECTIONS 

Highly satisfactory results are reported from all five 
sections of the British Industries Fair, Birmingham. 

Exhibitors are agreed that there has been a marked in- 
crease of trade confidence since the last Fair, and many 
newcomers to the Fair are enthusiastic at the amount of 
business done. 

One exhibitor in the Hardware Section has sold in one 
order 70,000 chromium-plated coffee percolators, and 
another exhibiting Air Raid Precautions sanitation equip- 
ment has done so well, having received orders to the value 
of £70,000, that he is extending his manufactures to the 
Midlands. 

There has been a marked increase of oversea buyers at 
Birmingham. While Holland, Scandinavia, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia have led the oversea contingent, good busi- 
ness has been done from countries further afield. Persia 
has bought machinery, Yugoslavia has bought British-made 
industrial tubes, Portugal air-conditioning plant, and the 
Dutch East Indies the latest form of control meters.
